Chioaoo, Dec. 28.— About 250 dolo- 
gates, representing over ten thousand 
enginoors employed »n the tlio roads wost 
of tho Mi«sisai)ii)i rivor, convened at Slio 
National Hotel on Clark stroot this mor- 
ning. The object of tho convention is to 
eatablmh closor relations between tho 
engineers employed on tho railroads in 
the west and south-west. Such meetings 
have frequently been hold in tho east, 
but this ia tho first meeting including the 
engineers of all western lines and exclud- 
ing all others. Thu delegates expact that 
the deliberations of the meeting will be 
groatly benelicia! to the order of the 
brotherhood of locomotive engineers. 
None of the delegates could bo induced 
to talk of the probable methods to bo ad- 
doptod by tho convention, but judging 
from tho remarks of several of the dele- 
gates, they do not fuel kindly towards the 
Burlington road and tho engineers em- 
ployed by that company.

Gmntlhmhk: I am? exceedingly sorry 1 
that I cannot be present at the annual 
dinner of the Massachusetts tariff reform 
league on tho 28th inst. This is not 
merely a formal and common expression 
of r-gret. It truly indicates how much 1 
should enjoy meeting the members of 
your league and how glad I should bo to 
express in person my appreciation of their 
important services in a cause to which I 
am earnestly attached, and to acknowl- 
edge at tho same time their frequent and 
encouraging manifestations of personal 
friendliness. I know, too, that it would 
be profitable and advantageous to bo even 
for a brief period within tho inspiring 
influence of the atmosphere surrounding 
patriotic and unselfish men, banded to- 
gether in tho interests of thoir 
fellow-countrymen and devoted to 
the work of tariff reform. This 
reform appears to me to be as far 
reaching in its purposes as tho destiny of 
our country and as broad in its benificence 
as tho welfare of our entire people. It is 
because tho oliorts of its advocates are not 
discredited by any sordid motive that they 
are able boldly and confidently to attack 
the strongholds of selfishness and greed. 
Our institutions were constructed in pur- 
ity of purpose, and love for humanity in 
their operation is adjusted to the touch 
f national virtue and patriotism, and 
thoir results under such guidance must be 
the prosperity and happiness of our peo- 
ple, and so long as advocates of tariff re- 
form appreciate the sentiments in which 
our institutions had thoir origin, so long 
as thoy apprehend tho forces which alone 
can guide their operation, so long as they, 
in a spirit of true patriotism, are conse- 
crated to tho service of their country, 
temporary defeat brinps no discourage- 
ment. It but proves the stubborness of 
the forces of combined selfishness, and 
discloses how far the people havo been 
led astray and how groat is the necessity 
of redoubled efforts in their behalf. To 
loso faith in the intelligence of the people 
is a surrondor and an abandonment of the 
struggle to arouse their intelligence and 
free it from darkness, and tho dolusion 
gives assurance of a speedy and complete 
victory. In tho track of reform aro often 
found tho dead hopes of pioneers and the 
despair of those who fall in tho march. But 
theio will bo neither despair nor dead 
hopes in the path of tariff reform, nor 
shall its pioneers fail to reach the heights 
holding fast thoir faith and rejecting every 
alluring overture and every deceptive 
compromise which would betray their sa- 
cred trusts, they themselves shall regain 
and restore tho patrimony of thoir coun- 
trymen, freed from the trespass of grasp- 
ing encroachment and safely secured by 
the genius of American justice and equal- 
ity.

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THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Tho Rev. Principal Grant has, sinoo 
his return from Australia, become the vic- 
tim of the irrepressible and ubiquitous in- 
terview or. He thinks that a trado can be 
built up between Canada and Australia, 
but ho seems to regard the laying of a 
Pacific cable and the establishment of a 
steamship lino as essential to tho main- 
tenance of close and continuous trado re- 
lations with tiio Australian colonies. He 
is enthusiastic on tho subject of tho P?.- 
cilic cablo. He said to the interviewer: 

"I havo studied the question carefully, 
and 1 havo not the slightest doubt either 
as to its desirability or its ultimato suc- 
cess. Its desirability is admitted by ev- 
eryone. Cablo messages cost now to or 
from Australia on an average near 83 a 
word, as 1 found to my cost in trying to 
cable home. Such a cable, it was proved 
at tho late Imperial conference in London, 
■would bring the rates down to something 
like half a crown, or 75 cents a word. 
Even with tho present number of mes- 
sages tho cable would pay, but wltoti thoy 
bring tho cost down to a fourth tho busi- 
ness would certainly bo trebled or per- 
haps quadrupled. There is an immense 
world to be developed, not only in Aus- 
tralia, but in tho groups of islands which 
BUrround it— groups teeming with unde- 
veloped wealth. Of course tho monopoly 
that now owns tho only cablo to Aus- 
tralia will throw all possible obstacle! 
in tho way, but they must give 
way to general public interest. It is 
said by them that the bod of tho Pacific 
is unsuited for a cable, because of coral 
reefs. Coral reefs aro no objection, be- 
cause coral will grow around tho cable and 
make it permanent. A much more radi- 
cal objection exists to the present cable, 
which crosses a volcanic belt in the China 
Sea, between Bangi Waugi and Port Dar- 
win. Consequently, although there is a 
duplicate cablo thure, both cables havo 
been frequently broken, I may say, and 
Australia is thus completely isolated from 
tho world. It was broken when I was 
there and remained broken for weeks. As 
to the probabilities of success of the Pa- 
cific cable there can be no doubt, nor, I 
should say of its being soon taken in hand. 
The Melbourne and Sydney people alone 
will insist upon it, and their Governments 
will not bo slow to act on popular feoling. 
I do not mean that there is any particu- 
lar feeling, for the great body of the peo- 
plo aro quite unable to cablo at present 
rates; but among all who havo once used 
it, the feeling against the present 
monopoly i3 decided." 



usual way to the railway committee of the 
Privy Council for permission to cross the 
Canadian Pacific Company's track.. That 
committee, being at a loss what to do in 
tho premises, submitted tho case to tho 
judges of tho Supreme Court. Tho case 
was, as everyone knows, arguod by emi- 
nent counsel, tho Hon. Edward Blake 
appearing for tho Canadian Pacifio Com- 
pany, and the Hon. Oliver Mowat, assist- 
ed by Mr. Dalton McCarthy appearing for 
tho Manitoba!) Government. Great in- 
terest was taken in tho procdodings, and 
it was almost universally expected that 
tho decision would bo against tho pro- 
vince. The judges gave their decision in 
tho fewest words possible, but as they 
gave no roasons no ono knows on what 
grounds thoy havo came to tho conclu- 
sion at which they have arrived. Tho 
decision is not mandatory. It iB a more 
opinion. 

Why the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany took tho ground it did it is difhoult 
to say. It had surrendered its monopoly 
privilego for a consideration, but if its in- 
terpretation of tho law was correct, 
it would possess nearly all the 
powora of the monopoly it had 
given up. It is, therefore, not sur- 
prising that tho Government and people 
of Manitoba were indignant at its stand- 
ing out for what it considered its legal 
rights, when if those rights wero allowed, 
it would retain noarly, if not quite, all 
tho power it had agreed to give up. Mr. Van 
Home is reported to havo said since tho 
promulgation of the judges' decision, "All 
that wo have boon contending for is that 
railways crossing our linos be amenable to 
to the same laws as govern us; but wo will 
not suffer, if we can avoid it, from any at- 
tempt to build and work competing lines 
without the warrant of law." Surely this 
could havo been done without giving rise 
to tho suspicion of his company acting in 
bad faith. The general impression, in 
Manitoba, at any rate, is that Mr. Van 
Home was trying to keep find enjoy his 
monopoly cako after ho had sold it to the 
Dominion Government.

THE MANITOBA DIFFICULTY.

bo expected, the 
me Court in the 
lias given groat 
plo of Manitoba. 
And the decision affects other provinces. 
Wherever thero is a railway which has 
been declared to be "for the goneral ad- 
vantage of Canada," thoro it would ho 
impossible, if tho Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany's position had been declarod to be 
tenable, for tho Provincial Legislature to 
charter a railway. But the judges havo 
decided that the law doea nob support tho 
company's contention, and consoquontly 
railways under Dominion authority can 
bo crossed by roads authorized by tho 
Provincial Legislatures. It will bo re- 
membered that after the Canadian Pacific 
had consented to expungo tho monopoly 
clause from its contract with the Do 
minion Government, tho Northorn Pacific 
went on with tho construction of its 
branch lino to Portago La Prairie. VVhon 
tho time came for laying tho rails, the 
Canadian Paciiic denied tho construction 
company the privilego of crossing its 
track. When tho builders of tho road, 
backed by the people of Manitoba and 
countenanced by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, declarod their intention of laying 
thuir track across the Canadian Pacific 
line, by force if necessary, the Pacific 
Company applied to tho Manitoba courts 
for an injunction to restrain thorn, and 
obtained it. Thon followed a groat deal 
of foolish agitation and sonsolcss bluster 
on the part of the Manitobans, and at ono 
time it appeared as if blood would 
bo shed in tho struggle. Tho 
Manitobans expressed their deter- 
mination to cross tho Canadian Pacific's 
track whether the law was on tlioir side 
or not and the C. P. R. was bound that 
they should not do so, and took measures 
to defend what it considered its rights by 
force. Many foolish things wero said and 
done by both contending parties. But 
the Manitobans wisely rofrainod from 
proceeding to extremities. They at length 
decided to do what thoy should havo dono 
from tho first, namely, to wait for tho de- 
cisions of tho courts. Tho ManiU.ha

An effective system of fog signals is yet 
to bo devisod. Thoso in uso often fail 
when thoy are moat needed. In dieory 
thoy aeoni to bo just what is required but 
in practico they prove to be very far from 
perfoct. As fog signals havo for tho most 
part to be acted ou promptly, it iB abso- 
lutely necossary that they should bo 
Bhnple. Those who hear and see them 
should bo able to decido in an instant 
what they mean. Intelligent shipmasters 
complain that tho lenses in uso aro not of 
uniform size and power. Capt. D. Willis 
Howes writing to tho Now York Maritime 
Register on tho subject saya: "Tho aignal 
lights should bo of uniform sizo and con- 
atruction, the lenaos all of ono grndo, and 
of tho highest possible order. This will 
give the officer in charge of tho deck an 
approximate idea of tho distanco of the 
vessel from his own. With the lights now 
in uae aomo can bo soon six miles and 
others one mile." The fog whistles, the 
same authority says, aro defective. They 
aro never ready to be used whon wanted 
and they are always obstructed by the 
condensed steam. He thinks that the 
fog whistles should bu altogether differ- 
ent from tho whistle for harbor uae. It 
should bo of a different construction and 
regulated by an apparatus of its own. It 
should havo a diameter of twelvo inches, 
and it should bo so constructed that the 
steam could not condense in its structure. 
Such a whistle, he believes, could pro- 
duce a volume of sound, which under 
favorable circumstances, could lie heard 
twenty miles. These suggestions app. 
to be practicable. The importance 
having an effective system of fog signals 
cannot bo over-rated. Millions of dollars 
worth of property and thousands of lives 
would bo saved in a comparatively short 
period if ships could be navigated in foggy 
weather so that disaster could only be the 
result of phenomenal stupidity or criminal 
earless n ess. 



UNHAPPY BUTTBRWORTH. 

Mr. Buttorworth by this time finds 
that thore is a great deal of sense in tho 
wily Frenchman's injunction, "Not too 
much zeal," His zeal in favor of annexa- 
tion has boon without knowledge and has 
brought him a groat deal of censure not 
sweetened by tho smallest modicum of 
praise. Ho, it Booms, has not pleased any 
one on either side of the lino. Tho Cana- 
dian annexationists condemn him in very 
emphatic terms for a bungler. Ho has 
spilled the fat in tho firo by his clumsi- 
ness, and has scorchod not only himself 
but all who wero working with him. Ho 
has given the opponents of commercial 
union and unrestricted froo trado tho op- 
portunity thoy wanted. Thoy had been 
all along saying that commercial union 
was tho first stop towards annexation ; 
that political union was as curtain to fol- 
low commercial union as night follows 
day.' Tho annexationists ridiculed this 
view of tho case and asserted emphati- 
cally and persistently that tho host way 
to kill annexation feeling in Canada was to 
give its people unrestricted froo trade 
with the United Statos. Having obtained 
unimpeded commercial intercourse with 
tho Americans, thoy would havo no 
motive for wishing for political union. 
But Mr. Buttorworth 's desertion of the 
cause of commercial union and his ad- 
vocacy of annexation showed in a strik- 
ing way the untouabloness of this conten- 
tion; and tho opponents of unrestricted 
reciprocity immediately pointed out that, 
the change which Mr. Buttorworth 
underwent ill a month or two 
is exactly tho ono which ovcry 
Commercial Unionist would go through 
in the course of a little longer time. Tho 
honest advocates of free trado with tho 
United States aro simply disgusted with 
Buttorworth. While he was professedly 
in favor of a commercial union only ho 
was to them a tower of strength, but now 
when he takes the ground that froo trado 
with tho United States can only be had 
by tho sacrifice of British connection ho is 
more dangerous to their cause than tho 
most violent of their opon opponents. In 
the United States Mr. Buttorworth'a pro- 
posals havo been receivod vory coldly. 
Tho annexation of Canada is a question 
which has novor been boforo tho Ameri- 
can peoplo as a whole. Vory few even 
of their representatives in congress havo 
givon tho matter a single thought. They 
looked upon it as the fad of a fow lobby- 
ists and never troubled their heads about 
it. Most of thorn regard Mr. Buttor- 
w orth as a harmless enthusiast who may 
bo humored to a certain extent, but as to 
seriously *ntortaining his proposaln, that 
ia not to be thought of. Good naturod 
toleranco is all that Mr. Buttorworth can 
expect from the members of tho House of 
Representatives. His resolutions will be 
talked ovor by a fow for a little while and 
then consigned to the limbo of impractic- 
able measures and visionary prospects. 
But Canadian Annexationists and Com- 
mercial Unionists will novor forgive him. 
He has givon their cauao a shock which it 
will not get over for many u day. 
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THE MOTIVE POWER OF THE FU- 
TURE. 

It ia becoming more and more evident 
that electricity is destined to bo the great 
motive power of tho future. It has al- 
ready boon successfully applied to many 
kinds of machinery and cars aro in several 
places impelled by it with considerable 
speed and groat regularity, < )no great 
advantage of electricity as a motive power 
is that its fo::co can be conveyed by wires 
to a considerable distance from where it. ii 
generated and to plajes hitherto consid 
ored inaccessible to manufacturers. Eloc- 
tricty can bo stored, too, and be used 
to illuminate carriages and to drive light 
machinery without having diroct com 
muuioatiun with tho generator. Its great 
convenience is only beginning to be ap- 
preciated. It can easily be soon with 
what advantage electricity can bo used to 
driv.o mining machinery in mountain dis- 
tricts whore water power i» at a consider- 
able distanco and where fuel cannot bo ob- 
tained. Tho stream, it may be some miles 
away, can bo used to set tho dynamos at 
work atid the electricity can bo conveyed 
by wire cheaply and speedily to where the 
mineral is mined. This has, it appears, 
been already done, for we see in an arti- 
cle in tho London Advertiser tho follow- 
ing passage: "Ono of the most interest- 
ing experiments in this lino (tho trans- 
mission of power by means of electricity) 
yet reported was tho application of water 
power to run tho motors connected with 
mill battorios in tho Comstock mining dis- 
trict, and it is said that tho experiment 
has resulted so satisfactorily that stops 
will be taken to ompty tl.o waste force of 
a rivor twenty miles distant for tho same 
purpose. It is believed that the cheap 
power thus obtained will render it profit- 
able to handle great masses of lower grade 
ores that it has not boon possible hitherto 
to touch." What has boon done in the 
Comstock mining district can bo done in 
tho mining districts of British Columbia; 
and thore aro no doubt localities in thin 
province in which electricity can bo used 
with great advantage to drive mining ma- 
chinery.

MAYOR AND ALDERMEN OF THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA, FOR THE YEAR 



Whereas it. is provided by law that tho 

imtnation for Mayor nnd Aldorraen shall bo 
.Id on tho second Monday In January of each 
>nr, from H in. to 2 p. m.. and thu polling, if 
iy, on tho Thursday following from 10 a. m. to 
1 p.m.; nnd it Is further provided, that tho 
Council sbull, in t he month of Doccmber In each 
car, appoint a Returning Officer, and shall also 
inn.! the polling places and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of tho coming elect inn; and it in 
further provided, that tho polling, if any, at 
such election shall ho bad and taken at such 
place or places as tho Council shall by By-Law 
appoint ; thereforo, 

Mo it enacted by tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria nB follows :— 

1. Tho nomination of Candidates for tho res- 
pective ofllees of Mayor and Aldormoii of tho 
City of Victoria, shall tako placo at tho City 
Hall in tho said City, on Monday tho Fourteonth 
day of January, 1889.

The family then left 
that city and returned to Victoria, de- 
termined to live no more in a house of 
walla. The fear of We smallpox is still 
upon thorn. 

A PUotasl UIOlcnHy. 

Tho action of tne Victoria pilots in 
reference to bringrng the bark Kaisow 
into Victoria harlor was brought to the 
attention of the biard of trade council by 
the consignees. The pilots claimed that 
there was not sr/fficient water in which to 
bring the vessd into the harbor. She 
was then at Esquimalt and drawing 21 
feet. Tho captain was compelled to 
lighter 300 tons at a cost of several hun- 
dred dollar/, and tho vessel was then 
brought in py the pilot. A survey made 
by Mr. Gamble, C. E., government en- 
gineer, shiwed that there was abundance 
of water in which to bring the bark to 
tho rice mills' wharf at high tide, and 
that thi'i'o was no necessity for the costly 
lighterage. The question was also beforo 
the pilotage commissioners yesterday, but 
it is not yut known what course will be 
pursued in dealing with the. case. The 
suspension of the pilots is probable. 

Xmas in Hie ■'ciiltcntlnry. 

An extra dinner was served to the con- 
victs in Westminster penitentiary on 
Christmas day. Thero are at present 
seventy-three inmates of the institution, 
who look as though they were well treat- 
ed. Beyond the largo amount of restric- 
tion imposed upon their movements, life 
at the penitentiary is not a hard one for 
the convicts there. A remarkable fact is 
that out, of the seventy-three there are 
eighteen murderers, with terms varying 
from three years to a life penalty. In 
llio latter class is Maxwell, who was with 
Do Rose and another at the time of the 
killing of a man at Lytton. Do Uoso was 
to have been hanged, but was adjudged 
insane and was removed to Kingston. 
Maxwell was commuted tn life imprison- 
ment, The third escaped. Maxwell does 
not look like a bad man, is young, and 
was a deserter from the mounted police. 
Ho averred to a press representative who 
conversed with him that he was innocent 
of any man's blood, although appearances 
were against him. One or two other 
murderers look us though, as tho prover- 
bial old lady remarked, "hanging was too 
«cpd for them." The penitentiary is the 
perfection of clouuliueus.

PARTIAL EC LI FSB OF THE SUK. 

Notes on tins Eclipse of thfl .Sun, Which Takes 
I'lace on Tuesday January 1st, 1889, 
by Mr. Homfray, U.K.— Victoria 
Clock Time. 

Those persons who are so anxiously ex- 
pecting to see a total eclipse will be much 
disappointed. The heavens will not bo 
shrouded in darkness, as so many persons 
suppose, for although three-quarters of 
tho sun's dianietor will bu coverod by the 
moon, considerably more than a quarter 
of the sun's surface will bo visiblo to us. 
The eclipse will bo visible at Victoria, 
commencing at twenty minutes past 12 
o'clock, and ending at four minutes to 3 
o'clock in tho afternoon. Tho moon will 
first bo seen on tho right hand side of the 
sun, crossing its lower half and disappear- 
ing at the sun's left edgo. Tho shadow of 
tho moon whero it touches the earth in 
this eclipse will ho about eighty miles 
wide, and its velocity across tho oarth's 
surface about 1,850 milos an hour. It 
has boon described as a vy*y sublime 
spectacle by those astronomers who have 
gazed from high ominoncea at the moon's 
shadow in a total eclipse, as it rushed 
across tho earth with tremendous velo- 
city, shrouding in darkness for a few mo- 
ments the mountains and valleys, and 
swiftly approaching envoloped them with 
i bewildering darkness as of night, and 
m [iast them until it disappeared on tho 
far eastern horizon, a sight never to bo 
forgotten. Those persons living on the' 
north side of tho moon's shadow, as wo 
do in Victoria, will see the inoon crossing 
the southern or lower portion of tho sui. ; 
and those who live on the south side < I 
the moon's shadow will see tho upper part 
of the sun eclipsed. 

The eclipse will be first seen on tho 
earth to the west of Victoria, and will bo 
last soon to tho east of us. An oclipso 
of the sun can only happen at new moon, 
and tho reason why we don't soo one at 
every new moon is that tho moon is gene- 
rally too high or too low for its shadow to 
fall upon the earth. As no sunlight can 
fall upon that side of the moon which is 
turned towards tho earth in an eclipse of 
the sun, the moon will appear so intense- 
ly black, as it crosses the sun's surface, 
that no color we are familiar with can bo 
likened to it. It will bo well to have 
smoked or colored glass to view the 
eclipse as tho sun, if the day is fine, will 
be dazzling. Cold winds will swoop past 
us during the eclipse.

THE SUNDAi' TRIP. 

To the Editor: — Will you allow mo a 
word with regard to the proposed excur- 
sion of the Idandtr on Sunday next, In 
your short item you take the ground that 
this is not an excursion, hut simply the 
initial regular trip of the new steamer. 
If that statement means that sho will 
always sail at seven o'clock on Sunday 
mornings and offer advantages to Sunday 
travellers sho refuses to those travelling 
on other days, then there is surely good 
reason for resenting the action of the 
Company and taking every means possible 
to convince them of tho wrong thoy thus 
perpetrate against those who believe in 
the sacredness of the Lord's Day, and 
wdio refuse to travel on that day unless 
constrained by absolute necessity. Surely, 
there is no need to put a premium on 
Sabbath breaking by giving reduced fares 
on that, day rather than on the other days 
of the week. Again, you refer to othor 
evils which require more effort on the 
part of Christian people, and which you 
offer your assistance in demolishing, 
That seems to mo an exceedingly cheap 
kind of philanthropy or religion which 
"compounds for sins it is inclined to, by 
damning those it has no mind to." Either 
we have a Sunday, or we have not. The 
law and the gospel bear witness that God 
has ordained one day in seven as a day of 
rest and worship. The law of Great 
Britain makes provision for the keeping 
of this day; the churches. are built and 
used in the worship of God on this day ; 
and if tho day is to oxist at all, provision 
must bo made to give all an opportunity 
of observing it. "But if it is right and 
proper for some of our citizens to enjoy 
an excursion, it is right for all, and thero 
is no reason why the minister should not 
enjoy the trip as well as the member of 
his congregation. So then, Tun Colonist 
might favor us with a loading article 
something after this fashion : " As tho 
C. P. N. Co. havo done the grand service 
to this city of providing- so handsome a 
steamer, and as that Company has seen fit
